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Charles Schieffer named new mayor of New Brockton

Members of the New 
Brockton Town Council 
chose a new mayor Monday 
night, Nov. 6, to lead the 
town for the remainder of 
the current administrative 
term. There were two can- 
didates for the spot coming 
into Monday night’s council 
meeting. 

Charles “Chuck” 
Schieffer was chosen by 
majority vote to be New 
Brockton’s new mayor fol- 
lowing the recent resig- 
nation of Ralph Medley. 
Medley had filled the may- 
or’s seat when Kathy Holley 
resigned from the post. 

Councilman Ronald Terry 
has been serving as mayor 
pro tem while the council 
searched for the town’s next 
mayor. 

Voting in favor of 
appointing Shieffer to the 
mayor’s seat were council 
members Ronald Terry, Will 
Reeves, Todd Askins, and 
Shirley Eads. Council mem- 
ber Justin Flowers voting 
against the appointment. 

Following his appoint- 
ment, Schieffer thanked the 
town council for the vote of 
confidence in him, and then, 
he asked what the next step 
would be for him to take the 


seat as mayor. 

Terry explained that 
a local judge would be 
asked to come and per- 
form a swearing-in cer- 
emony where Schieffer 
would accept his oath of 
office. Schieffer indicated 
he would like to do that as 
soon as possible. 

Also, during Monday 
night’s meeting, the town 
council discussed that 
Arrow Disposal had imple- 
mented an increase in its 
garbage pickup services. 
The group voted to send out 
bids for the services to see 
if better rates were available 
through a new contract. 


Town offices will be 
closed in New Brockton 
this Friday, Nov.10, in 
observance of the Veterans 
Day holiday.

point, the addict may real- 
ize there is no hope for 
recovery without turning it 


all over to God. 


At some point, Jonah real- 
ized he had hit rock bot- 
tom. His coping mecha- 
nism of fleeing from God 
had failed. Stripped of 
the possibility of rescue, 
either by his own strength 
or by that of other people, 


Jonah realized there was 


only one source of help 
that remained: the God 
from whom he had tried 
to flee.

Our grandson Lawson made the trip to Birmingham 
last week to watch his Mom’s Lady Tiger volleyball 
team compete at the state tournament, and in-between 
visits to the concession stand could be heard yelling 
encouragement and offering advice to the players. He still 
may not be a true volleyball fan, but over the last three 
weeks of tournament play has learned a lot. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers needed only 13 snaps to open up a 
49-7 lead and coasted in with a big 56-28 region win over 
McKenzie to finish the season with a perfect 10-0 record 
for the second straight season. While McKenzie did sting 
the Tigers early and added three late scores against the 
Elba reserves, the Tigers: were in command throughout and 
the only questions left to answer at the half was how long 
would the second half last and would the Tigers starters get 
back in the game. The Elba offense scored on all five first 
half possessions, led by Alvin Henderson with 215 yards 
and 4 touchdowns on just six carries, to carry a 42-6 lead in 
at the half, and while the defense did surrender 208 yards 
through the air, it had five pass interceptions, including 
three by Cameron Gray, and allowed only one score until 
the back-ups came in to mop up the win. It was a little 
frustrating to watch McKenzie gash the back-ups almost at 
will, but the defensive subs did come up with a big stop on 
a pass interception by Jerod Anderson late in the game, and 
played hard as they gained experience. Now all attention 
turns to the post-season, and hopefully a long run that will 
end in Tuscaloosa! 

*** The Elba Lady Tigers saw their Cinderella run 
through the post-season end in an opening round loss 
to 14-time state champion Addison at the ‘Elite 8” state 
tournament, in Birmingham, but the girls from Elba made 
history with their success this season and put Elba on the 
map as they rolled to twelve wins and advanced out of 
the area and super regional tournaments before seeing the 
season end. This year’s regular-season area co-champs 
included only three seniors, which means there will be a lot 
of experienced players coming back, and there is no doubt 
the girls are already talking about making a return trip to 
Montgomery and Birmingham. It was an amazing season 
for a team that had posted six straight losing seasons, and 
one that should pay dividends and make the sport one all 
the girls want to be a part of for years to come. 

*** It was a pretty good week across the area as Brantley 
won a 55-46 shootout over Florala, New Brockton closed 
the season with a 27-14 win over Northside Methodist and 
Kinston lost a 48-25 shootout to Houston County. * The 
Bulldogs from Crenshaw County needed a win to clinch 
the #3 seed in the region and did just that as they rolled 
to their third straight win, upped their record to 6-4 and 
upped their scoring average to 49 points a game during 
the three-game streak. * The Gamecocks added a solid 
win to earlier wins over Opp and Ashford to close the 
season with a 3-7 record, and despite being outscored 313- 
163 during the season, it was easy to see the team made 
obvious improvements from years past. * The Bulldogs 
from Coffee County just couldn’t keep up as they closed 
the season with a disappointing 2-8 record, and during a 
four-game losing streak to end the season allowed their 
opponents to score 49 points a game. It wasn’t a season 
that the Bulldogs and their fans had hoped for, but it was 
another step as the 1A team keeps building its program. 

*** It was a relatively calm week across the state, 
especially among the top teams in all seven classes as 
the rich just got richer. In a quick look back.... (1A) Top- 
tanked Leroy clobbered Washington County 49-14 and 
#2 Elba buried McKenzie 56-28, while closer to home 
Brantley continued its late-season surge with a 55-46 win 
over Florala, Georgiana pounded Pleasant Home 61-0 and 
Houston County evened its record at 5-5 with a 48-25 
win over Kinston. (2A) Second-ranked Fyffe battled past 
3A power Sylvania 21-10 and #5 Pisgah thumped North 
Jackson 50-24, while closer to home #6 Cottonwood lost 
its first game of the season to SA playoff bound Headland 
42-26, Pike Lib won over Calhoun 43-18 and Samson 
closed its season with a 54-32 road win over Red Level. 
(3A) Second-ranked Madison County ripped Westminster 
Christian 47-7 and #3 Gordo clubbed Hale County 58-26, 
while closer to home Houston Academy blanked Pike 
County 10-0, Straughn spanked Providence Christian 
35-14, Opp battled past Ashford 50-48 in three overtimes, 
and T.R. Miller dumped W.S. Neal 36-8. (4A) Second- 
ranked Cherokee County lost to Fort Payne 21-14 and #3 
Jackson remained unbeaten with a big 45-14 romp over 7A 
playoff participant Davidson. (SA) Top-ranked Gulf Shores 
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rolled past B.C. Rain 43-21 and #3 Central Clay County 
bounced Wetumpka 28-7, while closer to home Rehobeth 
hammered 2A G.W. Long 47-3, Eufaula fought past Early 
County 27-24 and Carroll missed a late extra-point to 
force overtime in a wild 49-48 loss to 3A St. James. (6A) 
Top-ranked Saraland destroyed McGill-Toolen 70-27 and 
#4 Muscle Shoals whipped Sparkman 48-7, (7A) Top- 
ranked Central, of Phenix City, popped Prattville 48-7, 
Dothan coasted past JAG 57-12 and Enterprise rolled over 
Percy Julian 48-7. 

*** I know it is considered bad luck to look ahead 
in the brackets once the playoffs begin, but I just had 
to glimpse ahead to possible second round contests and 
found out that quite a few games will pit some of the 
state’s top teams against each other early in the post- 
season. Possible second round games in Class 1A will 
find Georgiana at Leroy, Linden or Brantley against 
Loachapoka, Maplesville at Sweet Water and Millry at 
Elba, while in Class 2A look out for Highland Home to 
make a trip to top-ranked B.B. Comer; in Class 3A possible 
games include Houston Academy at Mobile Christian and 
Thomasville at Straughn; in Class 4A a game I have been 
waiting for would be Andalusia at Jackson, as well as 
T.R. Miller at Montgomery Catholic; in Class 5A look for 
Charles Henderson at #1 Gulf Shores and Central Clay 
‘County at Headland; in Class 6A a game to watch would 
be Spanish Fort at Pike Road; and, in Class 7A, how about 
two re-matches as Auburn would head to Central, Phenix 
City, and Dothan would head back to Enterprise. All the 
second round games may not happen, but the playoffs are 
exciting and it is fun to look ahead. 

*** It was a good weekend for college fans in the 
state as Alabama outscored LSU 42-28, Auburn used big 
plays to defeat Vanderbilt 31-15 and Troy scored two 
late touchdowns to get past South Alabama 28-10. The 
Crimson Tide displayed a new look on offense and it paid 
big dividends as Jalen Milroe rushed for over 150 yards 
and four touchdowns and passed for over 200 yards in 
the big SEC win, while the Tigers had three long scoring 
plays and played well on defense to post a much needed 
road win, and the Trojans had to fight for all four quarters 
to remain atop the division in their Thursday night special. 
Yep, when all three win it makes it a good week for lots of 
households across the state.

Tigers ready for playoff opener 


The Elba Tigers will continue their drive toward an 
8th state championship Friday night when they host the 
University Charter Trail Blazers, at Tiger Stadium, in the 
opening round of the Class 1A state football playoffs. 

The Tigers will bring a perfect 10-0 record into the 
game, while the Trail Blazers will bring a 5-5 record into 
their first-ever playoff appearance. 

“Once the post-season starts every team has the same 
record,” said Elba Tiger head coach Mare Sieving, “and 
we have all the respect in the world for University Charter, 
All five of their losses in the regular season were to 
playoff teams. So, they have had to battle to get here and 
will come to win Friday night.” 

Elba, which owns a 52-30 playoff record, including a 
21-13 record in the first round, will be in the playoffs for 
the 35th time in its rich football history, and this season 
has outscored its victims 498-139 in rolling to the region 
title. 

University Charter, in only its second season playing 
football, rebounded from a 2-8 record in its inaugural 
season to post a 5-5 record this season and earned a 
berth in the playoffs as the #4 seed in its region. The 
Trail Blazers have posted wins over Hubbertville 22-20, 
Fruitdale 42-0, R.C. Hatch 24-16, A.L. Johnson 44-0 and 
Marengo 44-0, while losing to Sweet Water 41-6, Keith 
26-16, Tuscaloosa Academy 42-20, Linden 26-14 and 
Choctaw County 24-16. 

“On offense they run a wing t and are real gritty,” added 
Sieving. “They run a lot of misdirection and sweeps, 
and make the defense play technique football, which at 
times can take away some of a defenses aggressiveness. 
They have a couple of good backs and a couple of good 
receivers, but really don’t like to pass. Over on defense 
they are a 4-3 team, but against us there is no telling how 
they will line up. We know they will do their best to stop 
our running game and that means a physical game at the 
line of scrimmage.” 

“For us to be successful Friday night we will just have 
to keep doing what we do,” said Coach Sieving. “We kind 
of have the mindset that our opponent doesn’t matter if we 
play our best, and that will be the case again this week. 
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Elba Tiger head coach Marc Sieving talks with his 
team during a time-out in last week’s 56-28 win over 
McKenzie. 


On offense we will need to use of size and strength at 
the line of scrimmage to take control of the game, and be 
successful running the football. Over on defense we may 
have to make some adjustments against their wing t, but 
again we want to be physical up front and be ready when 
they pull it down and throw the ball in the flats. We need to 
stop them on first down to make them do things they don’t 
want to do, and attack them on every play. We still have 
work to do on kickoff coverage, and work on it a lot every 
week. So, as has been the case all season we are working 
to be the best we can be and make a few adjustments to try 
and take away their best plays.” 

When asked about last week’s 56-28 win over 
McKenzie, Coach Sieving stated, “It was a good win, but 
we made some mistakes that will cost us against better 
teams and we have a lot of work to do at practice to keep 
improving. We got out of position a couple of times on 
defense and got burned, and missed too many tackles 
when their quarterback scrambled. I guess it is kind of bad 
in a way when you are up 42-6 at the half and the coaches 
are yelling in the dressing room at the half. However, we 
play to our standard and not our opponent, and we let the 
players know every day things we must do to improve. It 
was a good win because everyone got to play and we came 
out on top.” 

Kickoff is set for 7 p.m. Friday night at Elba’s Tiger 
Stadium. Tickets purchased online at GoFan will be $10 
plus fees. Cash tickets (available at the bottom gate of 
Tiger Stadium) will be $12. These prices are valid for the 
first three rounds of the AHSAA playoffs.

The Elba Tigers wrapped up their second straight 
undefeated regular season Friday night with a wild 56-28 
region win over the McKenzie Tigers, at Tiger Stadium. 

Elba received the game’s opening kickoff and needed 
only two plays to get on the scoreboard as Alvin Henderson 
took a handoff and raced 43 yards around the left side for 
a touchdown. Alex Wisecup kicked the extra-point, and 
with only 49-seconds gone off the clock Elba was already 
ahead 7-0. 

McKenzie showed everyone in attendance it had come 
to compete and took the ensuing kickoff and went 52 
yards in seven plays to cut into the early Elba lead. Skylar 
Sanders completed 3 of 4 passes for 51 yards to lead the 
Tigers down the field, with the score coming ona 25-yard 
td toss from Sanders to Davis-Warren. A two-point pass 
missed its target, but with 8:00 left in the first quarter 
Elba’s lead had been chopped to 7-6: 

Elba fumbled away the ensuing on-sides kickoff to 
set McKenzie up near midfield, but regained possession 
on a pass interception by Cameron Gray at the Tigers 
38-yardline and again needed two plays to reach the 
endzone. A 61-yard pass completion from Brayden 
Johnson to Cameron Gray moved the ball to the McKenzie 
1-yardline, and on the next play Alvin Henderson walked 
in for his second touchdown of the quarter. Wisecup 
kicked the extra-point and with 5:07 left in the quarter the 
Tigers lead was up to 14-6. 

The Elba defense turned back a McKenzie scoring 
threat on the game’s next offensive series and the Tigers 
promptly went 73 yards in five plays to extend their lead. 
Alvin Henderson had a 40-yard run and Cody Gray added 
25 yards on two carries to spark the scoring drive, with 
Gray getting the touchdown on a 3-yard run. Wisecup’s 
extra-point was true, as Elba’s lead grew to 21-6 with 
11:30 remaining in the second quarter. 

Elba got the ball right back on Cameron Gray’s 
second interception of the half, and for the third time in 
the game needed two plays to cross the goal line. The 
Tiger touchdown came on a 46-yard scamper by Alvin 
Henderson, and Wisecup drilled the extra-point to push 
Elba’s lead to 28-6 with 8:30 left in the second quarter. 

The Elba defense got in on the scoring act on McKenzie’s 
next possession when Brady Johnson stepped in front of 
a McKenzie receiver to pick off a pass and returned the 
interception 46 yards for a touchdown. Wisecup’s extra- 
point split the up-rights, as the Tigers lead ballooned to 
35-6 with 6:19 left on the clock. 

Elba began its next possession at its own 21-yardline 
after a McKenzie punt and this time needed only one play 
to reach paydirt, as Alvin Henderson took a direct snap 
and raced 79 yards up the middle of the field for his fourth 
td of the half. Wisecup was again on the mark with the 
extra-point, and with 2:00 still left in the half the Tigers 
were in complete command with a 42-6 lead. 

Elba’s Cameron Gray picked off his third pass of the 
night on McKenzie’s initial series of the second half 
and returned the interception 55 yards to the McKenzie 
14-yardline, where on the next play Elba’s Brayden 
Johnson bulled up the middle for a touchdown.
